You can begin with a center diamond insert for even more flair at the hem, or go for 
the third option and add the drapes. 

This project seems ambitious, but is puite straightforward. Get started and see how 
quickly you become a fan of knitting an investment piece with lots of character.

At 
end of Section 1 — 104 stitches. 

Note To eliminate garter ridges for Skirts 1 and 2 in Sections 2-4 work Row 1 as fol- 
lows: K2, purl to end. 

Section 2 Row 1 (WS) K2, k44 (garter ridge), purl to end. Rows 2-18 (2-20, 2-22, 2-24) 
Work as for Section 1, EXCEPT SB 3 K2, p60, W&T. SB4 K15 (15, 10, 10), pm, knit to end. 
SB 5 K2, purl to marker, rm, W&T. Repeat SR 4-5 2 (2, 4, 4) times. SB 10 (10 14, 14) (RS) 
Knit. SR gore ends. At end of Section 2—109 stitches. 

Section 3Row1 (WS) K2, k66 (garter ridge), purl to end. Rows 2-18 (2-20, 2-22, 2-24) 
Work as for Section 1, EXCEPT SB 3 K2, p66, W&T. SB 4 K22 (17, 11, 10), pm, knit to end. 
SB 5 K2, purl to marker, rm, W&T. Repeat SR 4-5 1 (2, 4, 5) times. SB 8 (10, 14, 16) (RS) 
Knit. SR gore ends. At end of Section 3 — 114 stitches.
